E.D.S.S.  Students 


Imagine,  if  you  will,  a  trip  from  here  to  Mars.  Or  better  still, 
since  most  of  us  have  not  as  yet  been  to  Mars,  imagine  a  much 
more  familiar  trip,  say  Elmira  to  Expo  to  keep  in  step  with  our 
Centennial  Year.  One  can  symbolically  compare  these  trips  (or 
any  other)  to  our  high  school  career.  Let  us  concentrate  on  the 
trip  to  Expo. 

As  we  leave  Elmira  our  goal  is  Montreal  just  as  graduation  is 
our  goal  as  we  enter  high  school.  Elmira  represents,  therefore,  the 
sheltered  childhood  life  of  pre-high  school  days.  Expo,  then  takes 
on  the  role  of  the  complex  life  of  modern  society.  As  we  enter 
high  school,  Elmira  fades  slowly  away  until  it  is  only  a  tiny  spot 
on  the  horizon. 

But  during  our  high  school  career  there  are  many  temptations 
to,  so  to  speak,  "drop-out".  These  include  the  lure  of  money  from 
jobs  and  the  easy  life  of  our  affluent  society.  Just  as  many  people 
stop  at  Toronto  or  Kingston  and  consequently  never  make  it  to 
Expo,  so  many  students  terminate  their  high  school  career  before 
graduation.  These  people,  however,  are  not  lost!  The  road  is 
always  open  for  their  return  to  complete  the  journey  successfully. 

There  are  many  obstacles  on  our  way  to  Expo.  Always  present 
are  the  temptations,  the  dangers  of  flat  tires,  or  the  possibilities 
of  getting  lost. 

Let  us  not  be  so  vain  as  to  think  that  high  school  is  the  only 
road  to  society.  Just  as  some  people  water-skied  from  Toronto 
to  Montreal  or  rode  in  a  horse-cart  to  Expo,  so  some  people  can 
mature  into  society  by  enduring  many  hardships  and  sufferings. 

How  far  is  it  to  Expo?  In  the  literal  sense,  of  course,  it  is  a 
definite  number  of  miles,  but  figuratively  it  is  a  long  difficult 
journey  that  takes  at  least  five  years.  Indeed  some  people  never 
can  complete  the  journey  but  are  hopelessly  lost  in  the  maze  of 
highways  that  make  society  so  hard  to  attain. 

But  we,  the  graduating  class  of  '67  have  persevered  and  have 
reached  our  primary  objective  thanks  to  the  dedication  and  the  aid 
affored  by  our  loyal  staff  and  advisors.  These  have  been  difficult 
but  happy  five  .  .  .  or  six  years  of  our  life.  Our  capable  teachers 
have  provided  us  with  inspirational  examples  whenever  we  were 
in  danger  of  losing  our  way.  Who  can  forget  the  stimulating  intra- 
mural sports,  the  interesting  physics  experiments,  or  the  "ah" 
exciting  English  classes. 

Tonight  as  we  officially  leave  the  halls  of  E.D.S.S.,  we  have  all 
reached  Expo.  This  would  seem  to  be  the  end  of  our  trip.  But  it 
is  a  commencement!  not  an  end.  Just  as  many  people  regard  Expo 
as  the  coming  of  age  of  Canada,  so  have  you,  the  graduates,  come 
of  age  tonight. 

Like  all  visitors  to  Expo  we  must  now  choose  our  pavilion, 
whether  it  be  university,  teachers'  college,  or  whatever.  We  must 
stand  in  line  to  enter  these  pavilions  and  examine  them  carefully 
before  selecting  our  position  in  society.  But  we  must  be  active  in 
the  search  for  our  particular  pavilion.  After  high  school,  our 
educators  no  longer  tell  us  what  to  do  or  when  to  do  it.  We  must 
NOT  be  apathetical  and  wait  for  orders.  We  must,  in  other  words, 
conscientiously  and  AGGRESSI VEL  Y  seek  our  education.  This 
is  the  primary  pitfall  of  high  school  graduates.  Be  sure  that  each 
one  of  you  avoid  it. 

I  hope  I  have  been  worthy  of  the  honour  and  responsibility 
accorded  me  by  my  classmates  who  appointed  me  their  valedic- 
torian. 

As  our  paths  diverge  from  this  night  onwards  we  will  have  lost 
contact  with  many  of  our  friends  and  associates,  but  I  am  sure 
that  all  of  us  shall  remember  our  high  school  days  throughout  our 
lives.  And  so,  to  my  fellow  graduates  I  say  au-revoir  but  never, 
never  good-bye.
